The New York police not only believe that 
Rosseau is a full fedged anarchist but they | 
also believe that lie was the leader of a sort 
of executive cOmmittee of anarchists, com- 
posed of delegates representing various 
groups,of anarchists in Hurope, with head- 
quarters in Vienna. 

In fact, the news of Rosseau’s arrest has 
been cabled to the police authorities of many 
Buropean cities, and prefects of police from 
various parts of Europe will come here to 
look at Rosseau.. 

From Europe to Chicago. 

Although the police here would not make | 
public last night all they had learned about 
Rosseau, Detective Sergeant Carey sald he 
had got a lot of evidence, It was admitted 
by the police that officials from Europe had 
traced Rosseau te the United States, but had 
lost track of him in the northwest; that they 
last heard of him in the state of Washington. 
Here Detective Carey took up the trafl and 
followed his movements from Seattle to Port- 
land, Ore,, and then to Chicago, where Roa- 
seau went to reside at Mrs. Ella’s boarding 
house at 287 Washington boulevard.

Like Another Zero Jones. 

One theory about Rosseau is that his career 
is a marvelous duplicate of that of Zero 
Jones, the bluffing dynamiter of Robert 
Louts Stevenson's “ The Dynamiters.” Zero 
Jones was the poor unfortunate who never 
coulé manage to @ynamite anything, mo mat- 
ter how hard he tried, until at last, and quite 
by accident, he managed to dynamite his 
house and himself. Not oniy that, the minor. 
incidents in the blood curdling career of G. 
Rosseau are so like those in the life of Zero 
Jones as to suggest that he lost his mind over 
“ The Dynamiters,” which would be the most 
extreme cage of the Stevenson craze on 
record. | 
Well Known in Chicago. | 
. Gessler Rosseau was known to the Chicago 
police as far back as 1886, although all trace 
of him was lost for several years previous to 
the attempt to place an infernal machine on 
beard.the steamer Umbria.. The trunk in 


New York furnished the first clew, 

Rosseau was known in Chicago as Russell 
and lived and had his workshop at 287 Wash- 
ington boulevard. Acquaintances of Rosseau 
were told he waa working on a gambling 
device. 

In the latter part.of Nevember, 1002, he 
purchased some steel cones and disks from 
John Clark; a machinist at 52 and 54 South 
Morgan street. Clark did not see Rosseau, 
but received another order from him when

New York, Jan. 14--[Special.J—A rear- 
rangement of the northwestern railroad situ- 
ation, according to excellent information, ts 
aid to be the reason for the sudden and unex- 
pected rise in the stock market Friday after- 
noon and today. According to this authority 
an agreement has been reached by all the 
parties interested, under which, after the 


case, the situation will be settled as follows: 

The Great Northern railway will retain the 
Burlington system, the Union Pacific will 
secure the Chicago and Northwestern, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul will get 
,eontrol of the Northern Pacific.

‘ently immateriai change of plan will, it is 

- declared, make every difference in the world. 
Were the Northern’Pacific to take over the 
St. Paul then the Hill-Morgan interests con-

. Burlington lines also would be controlling the - 
| Northern Pacific-St. Paul alliance. 


Worthern Pacific Becomes a Neutral. 
But by giving the Northern Pacific to St. 
‘Paul the control of tne’ road over which all 
the.trouble in the dispute of 1901 arose would 
be virtually in neutral hands—namely: those 
‘of the Rockefeller-Rogers Standard Oil com-

The St. Paul system for some time has 
been considering the advisability of building

With 
the control of Northern Pacific the St. Paul 
would be assured of a Pacific outlet, and the

It was said today the plan included. an 
ironclad agreement by which each system 
guaranteed not to intrude in the territory of 
the other, and not to engage in ruinous rate’ 
ceutting.. This part of the agreement may

cient representation in the other groups to 
guard against any policy that might. be to 
its disadvantage.

Does Not Believe in Pooling. al 
* What are your ideas about pooling?” was 
asked. 


“IT do not believe In pooling,” Mr. Harris 
stated, flatly. “‘ There is nothing in the plan. 
The people will not stand for it, and as a 
railroad man and not speaking for the Bur- 
lington I have never liked this scheme of 
legalized pooling. . No; I will not say that the 
Burlington does not need pools to get its 
share of the business, Our competitors might 
say that Harris was bragging if I aaid that.” 

Mr.-Harris stated a number of reasons, in 
some degree personal, why he objected. to 
pools, and then asked: | 

“What have you heard all the time since 
you have been a man about the railroads? 
Hasn't it been cheapness? It is always about 
lower rates, No one ever hears any cém- 
plaint to-the authorities about doing away 
with. some of the greatest dangers to human. 
‘life. -You read of a trolley car being demol- 
fished by a railroad train and you are hor- 
rified at the number of people killed. Yow 
blame the engineer and the motorman for 
getting caight in the trap which was set for 
them, and which, in the course of time, they 
inevitably must fall into. "Who was really 
to blame? I say that the lack of legislation 
which would have prevented the disaster 
the prime ‘cause. 

Grade Crossings a Menace. 

“In. European countries railroads are not 
permitted to.cposs each. other at grade, but 
in America there is no such provision except 
in a few states. In Illinois, happily, there 
is a law which gives the right fo decide this 
question to a state railroad commission, and 
grade crossings are not permitted except 
where absolutely unavoidable. 

“ The requirements for the proper safety of 
people will cost a large amount of money, 
and yet I am in favor ofthem. It seems to 
me.that,we need them more than we need 
lower rates.” 

Going to a map of the United States, Mr. 
Harris pointed out comparative distances: 
between the’ cities on the Missouri river and 
the gulf of Mexico and the distances between 
the same cities and and tidewater on 
the Atlantic. 


Interstate Law Hurts Chicago. 

“The interstate commerce law was. the 
worst thing for Chicago in the way of rail- 
way legislation that was ever passed by 
congress,’ he continued. “There was but 
one man in congress who understood exactly 
what the ultimate effect of the law would be. 
That was Senator Reagan of Texas, who 
clearly forsaw the conditions which have 
now raised.such a protest from Chicago 
shippers against the diversion of traffic from 
Kansas and Nebraska to ports on the gulf 
of Mexico. 

“We have done what we could to keep all 
of this traffic in its old channels by way of 
Chicago, but many of the commercial condi- 
tions have been too strong to be overcome 
and grain which formerly found its way here 
is now flowing toward the gulf ports to find 
its way abroad,”’ 

On the general subject of rebate to shippers 
Mr. Harris said that from the loud com- 
plaints made against the railroads it might 
be supposed the shippers were the spotless 
angels who were being. led astray by the 
wicked railroad men, who insisted vpon in 
shippers taking railroad money. 3 

“The shippers want every time the lowest 
rate for themselves and for their localities,’’ 
Mr. Harris continued, “ while their competi- 
tors are being charged ful price. That is the 
real basis of nine. out of ten of the complaints 
made against the railroad companies for 
charging extortionate rates, 


Competition Fixes Rates. 

“It is my firm opinion that there is no ex- 
tortion in freight charges by railroad lines at 
the present time. Competition settles every- 
thing. If it is no* competition between the 
railroads it is comptition between localities 
which fixes what is charged. You hear of a 
great many meetings of shippers to protest 
‘against railway tates. Did you ever hear of 
a- meeting of railroad stockholders to ask 
that they be considered? 


Thinks People Will Be Fair , 
“In all this agitation for radical railway

One of Two Courses Probable., 

With two solid delegations like. those from. 
Massachusetts and Wisconsin behind him. 
at the outset and with the aid of scattering 
members from other strong republican states 
the president will be justified in taking one 
of two courses in regard to thetariff®. One. 
would be to send tn a special message within 
the next week or two suggesting that some 
steps should be taken by congress to,exam- 
ine into the charges that the tariff law has 
become antiquated, leaving it to congress 
to determine just how the investigation 
should be conducted. 

Another method of bringing the subject 
of tariff revision to a focus in advance of 
convening the special session would be for 
the president to devote a large section of 
his inaugural address to the quéstion of 
tariff revision. This would give him two 
splendid subjects, regulation of railroad rates 
and revision of tariff, both in the interests 
of the people as against the big financial! in- 
terests. 


No one can doubt what the result of the in- 
augural address of this character would be. 
The president would be entirely within the 
range of his executive privileges, and could 
suggest from the east front of the capitol 
general subjects of consideration which could 
not properly be touched upon in a special 
message to congress. 

It is this situation which gives the declara- 
tion by the Wisconsin republicans led by 
the chairman of the republican congressional 
committee so much significance because the 
Wisconsin men certainly will attract to 
‘themselves other and influential republicans 
in the house, and thus there is likely to be a 
rapid lining up in favor of revision’ of the 
tariff at the earliest possible moment.

New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Some time [| 


late this month «there will be landed in a 
southern province in China three missionary 
cows. They are traveling from California 
under the safe conduct of the Rev. William 
N. Brewster, a Methodist Episcopal mis- 
Sionary at Hinghua, South China. 

.& letter written by Mr. Brewster, and 
mailed at Honolulu, says that these mis- 
sionary cattle were enjoying the voyage as 
well as the rest of the passengers of the good 
ship Siberia, and that if the skies were as 
propitious beyond Honolulu as they had been 
before reaching there, the cows.would be 
landed in China in better condition than 
when they left San Francisco. 

When Mr. Brewster first went to Hinghua, 
seventy-five miles south of Foochow, on the 
coast, in the autumn of 1890, there was not 
a mative cow. in the whole region that had 
ever been used for dairy purposes. Cows are 
used for plowing only. 

Dairy Business Is Growing. 

The missionary bought a cow and succeeded 

= getting about two quarts of milk a day. 


COWS WITH A MISSION, 


he milk cost him not less than 10 cents a. 


quart. After awhile he arranged with a 
netive to sell him.mfk at about 6 cents a 
quart. ' 

During the last twelve years the people of 
the region have learned the value of milk in 
sickness. Quite a number of men, mostly 
converts to Christianity, are making a fair 
living by keeping cows and selling the milk 
not only to the foreigners but also to native 
customers. A man may be seen leading or 
driving one or two cows through the street, 
sounding a horn to let the people know that 
the milkman is coming. The cow is milked by 
the door of the customers, who buys by the 
ounce what he knows to be undiluted milk. 


Day’s Wages for Quart of Milk. | 
These Chinese who thus purchase the milk 


are not buying food. but medicine. A bot- 
tle of milk costs 5 cents, American currency, 


but this sum represents a day's wages for the . 


servant class, or the equivalent of a dollar 
a day in America. In other words, a bottle of 
milk in’ Hingtrua is as costly as a bottle of 
patent medicine is in an American city. 

Mr. Brewster hopes to change all this in 
time. He has on the ship with him one Hol- 
stein-Jersey and two Holstein-Durham ani 
mals. They are from one of the best dairies 
of California. In a few years there will be 
scores of Eurasian cows giving from ten to 
twelve quarts of milk a day, instead of from 
three to four quarts, as the native cows give. 


Boon for Sick Chiness. 


Dairy farming will become a new ané 
profitable industry in that region, and Chi- 
nese sick people and babies can get milk 
at a more moderate cost and of superior 
quality. 

Two women connected. with Methodist 
churches in the United States, former school 
friends of Mr. Brewster, have paid for these 
cattle and for thelr steamer tickets, and 
accempanying. Mr. Brewster is a new mis- 
sionary, @ young man who, was reared on 
a dairy farm in Canada, who is to take 
charge of the industrial department of fhe 
mission school in Hinghua, of which diiry 
work is hereafter to bea part.

A movement of much moment ti the Amer- 
ican bowling congress was inaugurated in 
New York last week when the Eastern Alley 
Owners’ association decided to petition the 
New York Bowling association to join the 
American bowling congress as a city asso- 
clation, provided the demands made on the 
‘national body be acceded to. 

It was further provided that the American 
bowling congress be requested to change its 
rule regarding the repulncion ball to read 
as follows: 

‘The regulation ball shal! be twenty-seven inches 
in circumference, wholly of one substance, and not 
exceeding sixteen pounds in weight. : 

The desire of the eastern Alley Owners’ 

m to get into the A. B. C. band 
wagon. if consummated, means that all of 
the big bowling cong of, the country will 
be in line, making the -national organiza- 
tion a solid affair. 

Just what the precise demands of the N. 
¥. B. A, will be is’not known, but as long 
as it does not try te forsee the strict club 
Tules now. in vogue in Greater New. York 
on the west there is riot much fear that an 
amicable arrangement cannot be reached. 
As far as thé weight. of the- ball is con- 
cerned, it is merely a matter of eight ounces, 
and such a small matter is worth 
quarreling over. 

Iu this conneetion it is interesting that 
the St. Paul Bowling association instructed 
its delegates to the A. B. C. to vote for the 
sixteen and one-half pound bell, and doubt- 
less many other western delegates will re- 
ceive the same directions. To differ on a 
matter of eight ounces would be hair split- 
ting with a vengeance. 


President Moll Explains, : 

The plan of Secretary Langtry of the Mil- 

waukee T. B. A. of individual membership 
in the American Bowling congress, which 
was given publicity in the press of the coun- 
try last week, has been favorably received by 
many bowlers who have expressed their ap- 
proval by letters.

BUILDING SHOWING EXCELLENT 


Official Reports from Twenty-five Cities 


Show an Increase of 45 Per Cent 
in December. 


The record of. buflding operations in twen- 
ty-five of the principal cities of the country 
for December makes a highly satisfactory 
showing and is in keeping with the splendid 
increases which marty of the preceding 
‘months of the year made over the corre- 
sponding periods of 1908. According to of- 
ficial reports to Construction News per- 
mits were taken out fn these cities for the 
construction of 5,275 buildings at an esti- 
mated cost of $24,853,176, against 4,200 build- 
ings involving $16,732,670 for the correspond- 
ing month a year an increase of 976 
buildings and $7,620,506, or 45 per cent. 

It does not seem that there is anything 
phenomenal about these increases when the 
general improvement in commercial lines 
is taken into consideration. It: ld seem 
that operations are upon a normal, healthy 
‘basis, and that figures comparable with 
those for December may be looked forward 
to from now on. There are no discouraging 
féatures in the situation in so far as authori- 
ties upon the subject can see. There is in 
none'of the cities enumerated a boom or any 
great speculative movement in either real 
estate or building, but a constant and steady 
demand for more buildings to meet the re- 
quiremeiis for all purposes for which build- 
ings may be needed, whether it be for mer- 
cantile, industrial, or residential purposes. 

Generally, all lines of industry, are pros- 
perous, and. while it is true that some Mnes 
may be more active than others, the more

while the. fines less active now. will on 
| vement, and thése will in 
new buildings of greater. capacity. There 
is also a vast amount of money ready at all 
times to invest in dwellings, and at the same 
time people are accumulating funds with 
which to build ‘homes, and thus they keep the 
ball rolling, and if it is not one it is another 
to make building active, unless it is in a 
period of general depression, and then all 
have a tendency to curtail expenditures in 
that direction.

FATR BULGE IN WHEAT. 


DROPS BACK, FINALLY RALLIES. 


Wall Street Gives Support Early and. 
Local Lemgs Add Their Support—On 
the Upturm Armour Liquidation 
Cmuses.a Relapse—Corn Holds Firm 
Under Patten Buying and Oats Are 
on Tap from Smal Packers. | 


Speculative conditions continued to have 
more =o do with price making in the wheat 
market yesterday than any thing in the news, 
and the market had been jut in « strong posi- 
tion -by the selling out of lccal long lines 
on the advance earlier in the week and by 
the Armour buying on Friday. The market 
felt this situation keenly at the opening, pit 
offerings being light? few tav ng long wheat 
or the temerity to sell short, and with alittle 
\further bidding by Valentine the market 
started up, local pulls mtly eager to 
take on at least part of the wheat previously 
sold out. 

& quick advance of 1%%¢ was the result, May 
reaching $1.17%-% and July up %c -to 90%c. 
But on this bulge there was a good deal of 
selling by local tradera against calls which 
held the price around $1.17 for the greater 
part of an hour. In the last half hour, how- 
ever, close to 1,500,000 bu of May came on 
the market through, brokers supposed to be 


wheat boug1t the day before, and the market 
slipped back to a new low po!nt at $1.16\%-%, 
fully as rapidly as it had acvanced earlier. 
Around the low point there was a good 
scattered démand from comnisison houses, 
some of it thought to be for eastern bulls, 
and the market rallied \%-%e, closing %c to 14c 
higher at $1.16% for May and ec t6 Ke higher 
for July at 990. Outside of pit conditions the 
principal influences in the early advance were 
at Minneapoiis, Ei oomhall esti- 
mate world shipments at only 7,200,000 
bu, and light northwestern receipts. 


Minneapolis Stocks Decrease. 

A decrease of 50,000 bu in Minneapolis 
stocks was reported forthe first-day of. the 
new week and 660,000 bu the week 
ending on Priday. ‘This decrease, only a 
small part ‘0% which is counterbalanced by 
an increase at Duluth, makes it probable 
there will be another loss in the visible sup- 
ply on Monday, and it makes stocks in that 
market only 1,000,000 bu larger than last 
year, against 4,000,000 bu larger three weeks 
ago. The movement continued to run light 
in. all directions, the primary total 527,000 
bu, against 697,000 bu last year, and the 
two northwest points getting 384 cars, 
against 455.cars a year ago. . 

There was the same quiet cash demand 
in all markets, local sales to millers only 
15,000 bu, and one broker reporting bids 
generally 2c out of line. Outside markets 
moved in line with this one, with the ex- 
ception of St. Louis, where May closed \4-%c~ 
lower. Liverpool was %d to lower, Ber- 
lin lower, but -Buda-Pesth closed Xc 
higher. There was @ decrease of 1,573,000 
bu in the English vikible supply against a 
decrease of 363,000 bu last year. Clearances 
at the seaboard were 240,000 bu.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14—(Special.j}—The 
stock market in general was decidedly strong

in recent novels. 
Women’s Mouths Attract Men. 

Then there is the mouth. “‘ The ruby lips 
that broke into a witching smile "; “ a mouth 
half laughing and half serious’’ are not far 
behind the eyes and hair in winning men to 
their fair owners. The figure, the hands, the 
feet, none af them is seriously considered by 
the men o write knowingly of love and 
fascination. Occasionally there is an eccen-

_the verdicts of the men who should know 
can be accepted as final, then it is positive |

During the fall of 1870 he was arrested on 
the charge of attempting an assault on a 
prominent woman and placed in the Elkton 
jail. Before his trial several prominent citi- 
zens of Chesapeake City came to Elkton and 
made affidavit that they believed Andrews 
mentally weak. A jury later declared him 
unfit to be at large, and he was sent to an 
institution near Baltimore for treatment. 

After being there a short time he escaped 
and returned to the home of hismother. He 
was soon captured and brought to Elkton 
jail, where he has been ever since, with the 
exception of several short intervals when he 
broke jail. On one occasion he scaled the 
thirty foot stone wall and was gone several 
months. While traveling through Anne 
Arundel county he was arrested on the 
charge of vagrancy and sent to the Maryland 
house of correction for six months. 

It was while in that institution that he was 
recognized and brought back to jail here. 

Escaped Many Times. 

The second time he made his escape was in 
the early hours of the evening and In descend- 
ing the wall the rope, made from bed cloth- 
ing, broke and he fell a distance of twenty 
feet, breaking his leg. He did not go far and 
was again recaptured. An extra iron bar 
was then placed over “ Jim’s "’ cell and from 
that time he has been a model prisont®r, al- 
though he never gave up hope of being set at 
liberty. 

Andrews is now considered not to be a dan- 
gerous man and apparently is'believed to be 
sane. He can talk intelligently on most every 
subject and since his confinement has writ- 
ten hundreds of letters asking that the injus- 
tice done him, as he claims, be righted. 

For the last fifteen years he has taken a 
great fancy to pets. He has had white rats, 
dogs, cats, rabbits, etc., and always took the 
best of care of them, sharing his food with 
them. His confinement of thirty-five years in

As a matter of fact the meterial for firing

fywheel. As a matter of scientific fact less 
than one-tenth of the fuel value of his coal 
as he burns ft is sent to the driving belt. I¢ 
he has burned the coal fairly well in his fur- 
maces, éach pound of the fuel hap developed 
13,500 British thermal units, of which only 
1,278 of these units are introduced into the 
cylinder, and with an engine of high efficiency 
this will give only 1,171 units to the belt. 


Where Fuel Bills Go. 
_ Im all of this the old problem of perfect 
combustion is waived aside. These state- 
ments are for engineers and firemen now on 
‘earth who are dealing with the boilers, fur- 
‘paces, and engines of good pattern, and who 
may be interested in knowing where the fuel 
bille go unless they use all the skill possible 
at their occupations. 

A British thermal unit and the French 


calory of the metric system aré identical, 


representing the raising of the temperature 
of one pound of water by one degree. in 
good modern practice, using the average 
soft coal of the boiler furnaces, each pound 
consumed utider the boiler tubes will give

Starting with the furnace fires, it may be 
counted upon that each pound of coal 
shoveled into the average firebox will lose 
185 units in the ashes that fall through the 
grates. In feeding the furnaces the com- 
monest of the firemen is to fill the 
firebox in tieiping fashion, turn on a heavy 
draft of air, and in this manner throw gases.

Half the Coal Wasted. 

But, considering thet the coal has 
shoveled in to the best advantage known 
to good modern practice, there will be a 
amall cloud only, at the top.of the stack, 
and yet, in this vaporous discharge of smoke, 
not nearly approaching the need of a smoke 
inspector, 2,070 units of the 13,500 wil} be die- 
charged as a wasté that is impossible of 
recovery in any form. This is almost one- 
fifth of the possibilities of the coal under the 
best’ that can be done; when a stack is 
hooded for half its length in a dense nimbus 
of coal smoke, perhaps half of the value of 
the coal in the firebox has escaped in carbon 
ant in gases. 3 

When the water in the boiler has been 
raised to the radiation point, 675 units will 
escape from it by radiation, and, according 
to the average connections, another 210 units 
will escape from the steam pipe connecting 
the boiler with the cylinder. From the aux- 
iliary exhaust the escape will be 190 units, 
until finally there are deXivered to the engine 
9,290 of these units. 

In radiation from the several small pipes, 
an@ tn leakage from the engine Iteelf, will 
be 520 unite, while in the steam chest of an 
engine of 92 per cent efficiency these 9,290 
units will give 1,278 units to power, reject- 
ing 7,787 units to the condenser; and of 
the 1,278 units to power, the power deliv- 
ered to the helt is represented by only 
1,171 units, or bess than 10 per cent of the 
developed units from the coal. 


Greatest Element of Waste. 

The 7,737 units rejected to the condenser 
is the great element of loss in such a steam 
plant. Only. 780 of these return to the boiler. 
As figured by an engineering authority for 
a typical steam plant, the loss in combustion 
of coal, according to the best practice at 
large, is tabulated as follows in thermal 
unite:

Might Utilize the Waste. 
With 57.81 per cent of the available power 
of a pound of coal] going into the condensers 


of the steam engine, a suggestive possibility 


is opened in manufacturing neighborhoods 
which might distribute this almost 60 per 
cent of energy for the. purposé of heating 
houses and flats in their respective neighbor- 
hoods. This steam, which is so néearif? ah 
absolute loss in the condenser, might be

produce 1,000 feet of gas, which at a Gost of 


75 cents will give 22,000 heat units, 


* 
Heat from Alcohol. 
Alcohol is one of the great heat producers, 


and. if it might be manufactured and sold 
untaxed would be an available source of 


heat in steam plants. One-pound of alcohol 
is as valuable as a pound of coal for fuel, and 
its burning for fuel is a much simpler process, 
involving the minimum of waste. 

From alcohol, some of the ordinary food 
substances may be considered as literal fuel, 
sinee in the human system the digestion and 
assimilation .of these foods turn them into 
heat units asin afurnace. In fact, the chem- 
ist, desiring to know the values of a food 
product, burns it, measuring it by the ol@ 
standard of the British thermal unit, Ace 
cording to this standard, olive oil is one of the 
best of fuels, pound for pound, and regardless 


of cost, as it produces 17,019 heat units, and 
in the same way it is one of the best of food+ 


stuffs. Hog fat ranks next to olive oll, with 
16,962 units, and after that come butter, with 


16,580; beef fat, 14,435; egg albumen, 10,085; - 


starch, 7,400; and sugar, 7.125 British ther 
mal units.

Wife Cares for Store 


Small Shops Add to the Income of. | 
Families in the Outlying Regions. © 


By Jonas Howard. 


N pursuance of the “ keep it all in the 
family " policy, hundreds of small shop- 
keepers in the city are finding both con- 
venience and profit in the management 
of their shops. The prime object in the 
management of the average small store is 
economy, and in keeping it all in the family, 
in runnjng the business without any hired 
help, in living either in the rear of or above 
their stores, small shopkeepers solve the 
secret of the much desired economy and 
prosper accordingly. . | 
This method of shopkeeping enables the 
family of extrefmely moderate means, where- 


of the head and main support is employed 


during the day, to go into business. on a 
small scate without in any way interfering 
with the work of the chief bread winner, 
The husband ang father may continue to 
work at his vocation while the family_at- 
tends to the store. At night when he re- 
turns from work he can take his turn at 
acting as storekeeper. If there are children 
in the family éven this is not necessary, the 
young people taking care of the store dur- 
ing the evening while the father enjoys the 
peacefulness of the family circle, gathered 
at the rear of the store. 

Sometimes there is a bell to ring whelever 
a customer enters the store, and with this 
arrangement it is not necessary for any 
one to stay in the place at all, some one 
going in te wait.on the customer when the 
bell rings. Everything considered, the 
“family store” is about as close and 
economical a coéperative scheme as may 
be met within a day’s search. ~ 


/ Family Enjoys the Profits. 


There is no division of profits with any out- 
siders. Such profit as is derived from the 
little store is kept strictly within the charmed 
family circle. Bach member contributes his 
or her best efforts, and the net receipts go 
into the family treasury. There is no money 
paid out for help, no danger from the dishon- 
esty of employés, often there is no extra rent 
to pay for a flat. The cost of running sucha 
store is practically nothing after the rent 
is paid. 


Perhaps the average invested capital of 


: of these places of business is not more 
than $200. In some of them the complete 
stock and fixtures would invoice not more 
one-quarter tkis sum. Others have 
$1, tied up in them. But $200 may be safe- 
ly declared a liberal average. 
The lines which they embrace ar? nurrer- 
ous.

Occasionally there comes an order for a tree 
that can with difficulty be filled from the 
nursery. Then the tree man goes a-hunting 
for trees in the nearby woods, finds the 
article he needs, digs it up, loads it on his 
wagon, and delivers it where ordered. All 
is quite simple, but a large tree, with the ball 


‘of dirt protecting its roots, weighs all the 


way from ten to twenty tons. And it must 
be lifted out of the ground carefully and just 
as guardedly placed in its new home, In 
these two processes there is considerable

The colored yarn test for color blindness is 
old, but its application as_a brain test is 
new. The man who would be a motorman 


» enters the doctor’s office and ig seated ina 


chair before a table... The yarns, all mixed, 
are thrown ‘before him. He is to. sep- 
arate the reda or the blues from all the oth- 
ers. A watch is’ held on him to determine 
how long it takes him to do this. His eyes 
and hands are also closely watched as he 
works. 
Tests for Concentration. | 
Some men will pick out the desired color 
in less than a minute with only one or two 
errors, or none at all. Their attitude while 


_ at work shows powerful mind concentration, 


indicating if they were on a car they would 
not be thinking of outside matters while 


' operating the controller. Other men trem- 


ble, shift their eyes, perspire, mix blues or 
cardinals with the red, and look around 
the room. 

If they do not fail to pass on account of 
color blindness they are rejected because of 
hervousness and absence of will power. A 
twenty or thitty ton motor car driven across 
the country’in many places at a mile a min- 
ute rate demands of its motorman the high- 
est kind of clearheadedness and will power. 

‘We need motormen,” Supt. Ballou said, 
“that can boss themselves as well as the 
running of the car.” 


Must Distinguish Colors. 

As soon as thé yarn test is ended the appli- 
cant is faeed about in a chair so that he sits 
about thirty feet away from a dark room in 
which are the banked. electrid lights. The 
doctor stands behind him with his finger on 
the key of an electric battery. 

I'm going to turn on these lights,” he says 
mildly, “ just about as rapidly as you would 
see any of them when you are speeding fast 
atnight. You will call each color as it flashes 
by the name you think belongs to it.” - 

The man peers into the dark and the lights 
begin to flash—red, purple, green, white, blue, 
dirty white, an apparent orange, a blue-green, 
a pink-red. The applicant calls out as fast 
as he can separate the colors what they ap- 
_ pear to be. to him. He is making the same 

decision he would in his own mind if he were 
driving a car.

Motormen Must Think Quickly. 

“Trolley systems are breeding an entirely 
different kind of operating engineers. The 
motorman of today has much less thinking 
done for him than does the railway engineer. 
On the third rail systems between stations 
he makes a higher rate of speed than do 
nine-tenths of the engineers. | 

“at the same time he is running with 
lighter cars, on a different kirid of track, he 
has much single track to connect with, and 
many switches and semaphore signals. Train 
dispatchers, as we speak of them, are not be- 
hind him, and he receives no train orders, 
He is supposed to get through on his sched- 
ule and he is master after he leaves « ter- 
minal point. : 

“ We cannot afford to have him thinking of 
his debts, of home troubles, of lodge mat- 
ters, or anything else but his controller when 
he is on the car. And the only way thatI 
have been able to uncover the kind of man we 
want {s with this light test. It certainly 
does show in a short time the quality ofa 
man’s nerves, and therefore the extent of hig 
brain power.

The greatest advantage of the machine 
cumes in its absolute accuracy at the first 
finish of a column of figures. No accountant 
is so nearly accurate in his work that he 
will pass an addition as correct without his 
having added from top to bottom and from 
bottom to top 'n proof. If the man at the 
machine is at all in doubt of his cash lst 
he runs through the entries a second time 
for any possible false entry, and if the total 
registered compares with the first total it 
is absolute, and without any further effort 
cn his part than the careful touching of the 
keyboard in reading the amounts from the 
commercial paper.
